unusual abundance of the inoth of 
the true army worm in Maryland, 
Virginia and the District of Colum- 
bia Indicates the possibility of an im- 
pending outbreak of this destructive 
peat in the Atlantic States.

S. Department of Agriculture report, 
were laving their eggs during the

four weeks for the 


caterpillars to mature, their pres- 
ence should begin to be quite appar- 
ent about the last week in July to 
the first week of August. 


Farmers should be on the alert to

Wellington. D. C., July 18.—An 


nmisual abundance of the tnoth of 
the true army worm In Maryland, 
Virginia and the District of Colum- 
bia Indicates the possibility of an im- 
pending outbreak of this destructive 
pest 
in 
the Atlantic States. 
The 


moths, the entomologists of the U. 
S. Department of Ajrrlcslture report, 
were laying their eggs during the 
flrst week of July and as it take* 
from three 
to 
four weeks for the 


caterpillars to mature, their pres- 
ence should begin to be quite appar- 
ent about the last week in July to 
the first week ot August. 


Farmers should be on the alert to 


discover 
this pest in its younger 


stages, before it has reached a large 
size and has committed irreparable 
damage to growing crops, especially 
grasses and grains. 


Spray. 


When the army worm is discov- 


ered 
at 
work the infested spots 


should be sprayed Immediately with

lend. 3 poundi to 50 gallons of 
water. If Paris green be used the 
•gray iaotild be composed M fol- 
low: Parii green. 1 pound; freshly 
slaked lime. 2 pounds; -water, 50 
gallon*.

Foteoned Btmn Bait. 


When spraying la 
Impracticable

1 pound, or white arsenic or 
powdered arsenate of lead, 2 pounds;

and stirring the mass until it is eas- 
ily broken into small bits. The ad- 


i dition of six finely chopped lemons 
' has been found to add value to the 
bait in some cases. 
The poisoned 


bait should be scattered broadcast 
wfaere the worms are at work or in 
their path 
or among them while 


they are on the march. 


Ditching. 


When the army worms axe -mov-j 


ing together in a mass they may 'be 
halted and destroyed by 
plowing 


out or digging a narrow ditch with 
steep sides 
directly 
across their 


path. 
The worms 
fall 
into this 


ditch in large numfcers and may "be 
crushed readily by dragging a log or 
chunk 
of 
-wood 
back 
and forth 


through the ditch. 
Arsenate or Paris Green on Hand. 


All farmers should keep on hand 


a few pounds of one of the standard 
insecticides such as arsenate of lead 
or Pans green because of the fact 
that the delay of a few hours, usu- 
ally necessary in order to procure 
insecticides 
in an emergency, en- 


ables the army worm to do irrepar- 
able damage to crops. The insect- 
icides mentioned above 
will not 


spoil if kept in a dry condition in 
covered containers. Farmers' Bul- 
letin, No. 731 contains a full account 
of the army worm and may be se- 
cured free of charee ui>on a.trnli^p- 
tlon to the secretary o£ agriculture.

CHAP. 533. 


AN ACT to amend the prison la'f. In re- 


lutlon to exempting certain state insti- 
tutions from tlie requirements of such 
law as to the purchase of certain prod- 
ucts of prif-jri labor. 
Ueeamo a I**,- M.iy 12. 1915. with the ap- 


pio\al of the Governor, passed, tlire*- 
lirths being present.
